If the -kmeiiran |iarty po sa aa s ed no better and 
no other ground Upon which to rest the roform 
they odvocato than the conduct of Me. Soule, the 
Franco-Amorican repraaentative of the United 
States at the court of Spain, that conduct furnish- 
os ground enough Mr Soule is a Frenchman, 
a man of groat talent, but educated in a French 
school of politica, turbulent, vindictive and utter- 
ly at variance with the American ideas of piopri- 
oty Whether Mr. Soule had or had not certain 
peraonal purposes to subserve in his mission, it 
doss not concern us now to know^ though it would 
be difficuh to understSLcd bow a man. posaessed 
of the degree of talent which has been rightly- 
awarded to that gentleman, could otherwise possi- 
bly be guilty of the malieaaanoe in office hr which 
.Mr. Soule's miaaion has been distinguished. It is 
certain that hia course aa ambassador has been 
eminently culpable. Ifihe administration desired 
to rscompenae Mr. Soule for the labors he had per- 
formed in its behalf, there were surely offices of 
honor and emolument enough in its gift which this 
gentleman would gladly have accepted. Why 
it ahottlJ prefer to bestow the mission to Spain 
upon a gentleman whoee sympathies were known 
to be thoroughly enlisted with the Cuban FiUi- 
buater* and who was suspected of absolute com- 
plicity with that body of man, must forever remain 
a veerst with the adminiatration. Doubtless tbe 
error has now been discovered, but it is discovered 
a!I too late. 

The letter of Mr. Perry, who is called by .Mr. 
Soule h*t Secretary of Legation, but who has 
proved himself to be the Secretary of Legation 
of the L mtei Huuet, demonstrates tbe inefiB- 
cieocy of the ex-minister for the post which he 
held. If, as tbe Philadelphia Korth Ameruan urges, 
the State Department will accede to the request 
for the publicatioo of all the correspoDdence of 
Mr. Perry, we shall have a blaze of exposition 
which will doubtless make all that ia now obscure 
and hidden in tbe history of our late Spanish 
negotiations as clear and conspicoous as the sun 
at noon day. Mr. Soule managed to wrap up his 
schemes and operations abroad in a veil of decep- 
tion. which be donbtlesa hoped would be forever 
impenetrable, and where a aecret here and there 
dropped oat. he contrived to cover it up aga'm 
with an adroitness of equivocation and slight 
of hand which were worthy of the most expert 
profesBorof the black art. But the world, it now 
seems, is destined to learn a good deal more of 
him as a diplomatist than he was willing should 
be known; and it will be indebted to his unwise 
eflorts to injure others for the revelations that are 
yet to be made of his own tins and follies. 

Mr. Soule in his efiforti to accomplish some- 
thing for himaelf, mistook the desires and 
wishes of the American people. His conduct 
as ambassador virtually accused the nation 
whom he represented of a desire and an in- 
tention to arcompLsh the independence of 
Cuba and its final annexation to the United 
States; and his official acts “had this extent, no 
more.’’ He grieviously misunderstood not only 
hi* own mission but the duties of an American 
ainbaasador. If Mr. Perry's statements are en- 
tirely true, he did more; he even plotted against 
tbe peace and dignity oi the government he was 
sent to rqiresent. But whether or not Mr. 
Perry's views of the official conduct of his supe- 
rior are in exact accordance with tbe foeta as 
they transpired, enough is known to show how 
singularly ill-fitted was Mr. Soule for a represen- 
tative of this repubhe at a foreign court. 

While we, at home, were in prensed, either 
through Mr .Soule's correspondenn or through 
sources of inl'onnation controlled by that gentla- 
nun. with the idea that the Spaniah government 
wav hostile to us, we at length discover that her in- 
tentions were to the last degree amiable and pa- 
cific, and that it wa* by willful misrepresentations 
alone that the people of these two countries had 
begun to (eel as if each were insulted and abused 
by the other. Mr. Soule offered insult where it 
was not provoked and found it where it was not 
intended, from the beginning to the end of his 
official career. Even his ex-qfPuru) acts displayed 
the eame prodivities toward a rashness and im- 
petnousness entirely unworthy of hi* dignified 
poeition. 

A recent letter written by one of the officers 
on board the U. S. frigate San Jacinto, which 
it will be remembered was sent out to Cu- 
ba nnder (Commodore McCauley, with seeled 
orders, makes an announcement which bears us 
out in tbe assertion of the pacific intentions ef 
Spain toward ns, and which eiplaliu the manner 
in which wc are to account (or much of tha' (eel- 
ing of hoetility which has grown up between the 
two nations. That letter says: 

We were forced to come to the conclusion that 
wewereaenton a Tom -fool's errsjid. Oa arriving 
at Havana we found all quiet— not Uic least occasion 
for excitement, and nothing but what could be set- 
tled with any reasonable persons upon a few min- 
stes' ronvarsatioB and explanation. We were re- 
ceived with every respect, honor, and consideration 
by the Spanish snd Ba^sb authorities. Several 
bsudred gus were fired lyr the other parties and 
ourselves ia exchanm of courtesy. Cells were 
made, and officials of every grade and appearance 
were on beard to call npon ns. A rather curious 
incident ocesrred ia the presence of one of our ten- 
tenant*. It was during an official call of this sS- 
oer, in company with the cobsoI, npoB tbe Spanish 
admiral. 

The admiral said to our lientenant, but al our 
cones', that, if a little time were allowed for expU- 
Bation.and e ftT/Ze covrtety txhibited by tmr ton- 
tul, in Ttferrtng all matters to the authorUtet ^ 
the island before sending the oecounts to Wash- 
ington, a great dtal of tronbU, excitement and ill 
feeling vjuld be spared-, and to show what kind 
feelings they cherish for Amerfeans, be' said they 
had Jest rescued from destruction the crews of two 
Amerieaa ships, which wc all thought as good a hit I 
as true. We are now waiting very anxiously for 
news from Washington to rstum. Our commodore 
left with nothing but general instructions in regard 
to the squadron — rothing in reference to the present 
tronUes. There are two commodores on tbe station 
and three vessels to command. It is the greatest 
humbog — a desperate effort on tbe part of the ad- 
ministration to keep up sppeaiances, aad it is aaig- 
nal foiinre. 



Mr. Soule wa* distasteful to the Spanish na- 
tion, yet be was received with all the good feel- 
ing due to the govenunent which he represented. 
Hia official acts were characterized by an insolent 
disregard of hia character of ambaaaador, whether 
in relation to tbe government to which he waa ad- 
dreeaed, ortothat which be represented. Hi* en- 
deavors w ere eo to aggravate matters aa to bring 
on a war between these two govemmenta m which 
be hoped to find hia country successful, and out 
of that success, he expected to gain position for 
himaelf. This seems to be the plain statement of 
Mr. Soule's course aa Minister to Spain, and if 
Mr. Perry's communication should be borne out 
in the future, the official acts of the ex-minister are 
yet more culpable and more at variance with his 
duties and position. Had he been adequate to 
the trust reposed in him by his government all 
private feeling, all prcceeding interests would 
have sunk out of view and t een swallowed up in 
the desire for the gloiy of his country. But Mr. 
Soule was educated and received hia earliest im- 
pressions in the science of government in s 
country where diplomacy is but a series of intri- 
gues, and where the man whose ingenuity suc- 
ceeds in accompLshing his own purposes, at what 
expense soever, is reckoned the greatest diplomat- 
He was not fitted either by education, by his 
haliita of thought or by hia thoroughly Atnencon 
feehug, to represent the United States in any 
court, much less to accomplish the delicate and 
difficult misaion to Spain. He received his office 
as the reward of his valuable services to the ad- 
ministration which conferred it. And however 
proper and natural it may be for a government 
to reward its partisans, rate should be taken that 
these rewards are so bestowed as not to detract 
from the honor and glory of those from whom 
they emanate. Mr. Soule’s talents and capacity 
are certainly far above tbs ordinary level, but his 
ui fitness for tbe particular place to which he was 
appointed might have been augured from hi* 
birth, his history and his recognized proclivities. 
In fine, it cannot now be denied, with so brilli- 
ant an example before us, that no man should be 
sppointed to represent us abroad who, whatever 
may be his talent, has not thst thorough and per- 
fect acquaintance and sympathy with the theory 
and institutions of our government and tiiat com- 
pletely American spirit which can never be at- 
tained by one who has grown to msnbood under 
other forms of government, and which is only 
possessed in its highest degree by those whose 
earliest and only lessons in that theory are re- 
ceived from this “Model Republic.”

It is somewhat remarkable that the feeling 
against the* American party shoulffbe 'so much 
excited and so ravenous in th* breast of tha lead- 
ers of the oppoaition, moat of whom are “native 
here and to the manor bom,” when the very 
fiareigners whose cause they advocate exhibit no 
such excitement. The article from the London 
Times commendatory of the course of the Ameri- 
ca party has been extensively republished in the 
United Stales, and while it has vainly been urged 
by thoee whose cause it did not favor that that 
ai^le was the result of American influence, of 
Aristocratic feeling, or of disLke toward America, 
it is stiU recognised by ail unprejudiced minds 
as a fair reflex of the impreasions of the English 
people. One of tl e main objection* urged against 
the American movement ia that it prevents immi- 
gration. It is very possible that the rumor* which 
have reached foreign shores may have had some 
influence in checking immigration of the lowest 
and most ignorant class If this has been effect- 

ed, the country will be the gainer by it in the 
end. But we see no reason (or believing that 
the better and worthier part of the foreign popu- 
lation will refuse to emigrate to America because 
mere exisU here a party who are likely to be suc- 
cessful in effecting a change in the naturalization 
law*. The objects had in view by persons of this 
class are bettering their pecuniary position and 
freeing themselves from the exactions of tyranny 
And injustice. With the exception of being al- 
lowed a voice in the government, America offers 
them the same a<lvantages now as at any former 
time. It offers them a home and protection, and 
more than this they can hardly ask. Intelligent 
foreigners, who have resided in this country long 
enough to understand and sympathise with its 
institutions, will themselves acknowledge that 
their countrymen do not arrive here with the 
knowledge nccesaaiy judiciously to exercise the 
privilege of voting; and they would themselves be 
unwilling to be placed under the exclusive rule 
of the emigrant population. 

We have he-.id the opinion of the more intel- 
ligent part of the people aa reflected in the Ix>n- 
Jon Times, and we recently find in the (Cologne 
Gazette, a highly talented and respectible jour- 
nal. which reflects the opinions of the better ed- 
ucated claaaes in Germany, an exceedingly well 
written and impartial article on the subject of 
“The American Party.” The writer does not 
approve all the features of this party, yet 
he support* all that is essential. He says: 
“Such a sudden and momentous party-forma- 
tion has the more claims upon our attention a s it 
is particularly directed against the European emi- 
gration. We are now more enabled to form an 
opinion of Know-Nothir.gism; as it has just divest- 
ed itself of it* secrecy, shifting its platform into 
publicity.” There is then given a synopsis of the 
manifesto recently published in New York, and ex- 
tensively copied in Europe. “The party which calls 
itseif the American, declares that it has wrapped 
itself hitherto in mystery only, because it would 
otherwise have been impossible for a new organ- 
ization to be gotten up against old and existing 
ones, which would soon have combined their efTorts 
against it. It declares these old parties decrepid. 
They had lost their original significance, and only 
serv ed as a stepping-stone to the highest dignities 
of the republic for ambitious leaders. Unscrupu- 
lous party strife has often led the States to the very 
brink of destruction, and particularly threatened to 
separate the North from the South. It was there- 
fore the intention of the American moveixent to 
save the Union and to restore to honor those prin- 
ciple* upon which it was originally established.” 
“Thu* for,” the writer says, “we undoubtedly must 
agree with the American party. Party spirit has 
been nowhere so much abused as m the United 
States. Nowhere ia held out a higher price to party 
aims. Every lour years not only a new Presi 
dent is elected, but according to the issue the 
whole army of officials changes. The victorious 
party conquers a hundred thousand office’-, 
and th* elections — the highest privilege of free 
citizens — assume the low character of place- 
hunting. If the frequent change of the chief is 
a necessary evil foi a republic, it may neverthe- 
less be possible to adopt such measures as would 
secure to the officers of stale, more than has been 
the case hitherto, worth and merit.” The writer 
then recurs to the manifesto in the following 
manner: “But the above is only the introduction; 
the .American party, in proceeding to the real 
contents of its programme, complains of th* 
elections being often decided by emigrants unac- 
quainted with the institutionr, lews, and even the 
lan^aageof the country, only used as mere poli- 
tical tools.” He then informs his readers of tbe 
number of emigrants annually arriving in the 
United States, among whom he says are to be 
found the outcasts of every country, while the 
more respectable part cling in their hearts to a 
foreign nationality, a* is represented in the mani 
festo. The Know-Nothings, he continues, in- 
tend to protect their country against this emi- 
gration, and the means to attain their object, he 
suppoaes, would in all probabiLty consist in ren- 
dering the right of citizenship more difficult to 
obtain, by extending the term of five years, at 
present prescribed by law, and the government be 
coming less liberal in granting lands to emigrants 
The final conclusion to which the writer comes 
is an approval of the intention* and spirit of tha 
American party. He says: “This much we 

must grant to the party, that emigration has pro- 
duced many evil*. Foreign emigrants, political 
adventurers of all nations, have endeavored to 
inveigle the citizen* of the United States in all 
aort* of enterprises, in order to entangle them in 
Enropean quarrels. Among these foreigners are 
the Irish, filled with a bitter hatred against Eng- 
land, ^ho play a considerable part in the press. 
And to make of such foreigners ambassadors, as 
tk* example of Soule shews, might jeopardize 
the peace of the world. The Anieriean party 
acU. beyond a doubt, in the spirit of the foun- 
ders of the States, and deserves acknowledgment 
not alone of America, but of the world, for curb- 
ing foreign desires of that description — love for 
war, conquest, and annexation.” The article 
considers the manifesto of the American party aa 
earnest and dignified in its tone, and says, “if its 
watchword ‘America for the Americans,’ is to be 
understood so as to leave our interests intact, we 
shall not have to complain.” 

This writer has discovered from his distant 
stand-point what are the necessities of our na- 
tion, and he is not afraid to acknowledge that the 
course which we have determined to pursue is 
the ordy correct one. In this opinion he must be 
borne out by every man who is unblinded by pre- 
judice, whether foreign or native. The princi- 
ple is plsin enongh to every one who will dare 
to look at it boldly and in a national view. A\Tien 
the glory or the destiny of a great nation is to 
be accomplished, a I private interest and all petty 
feeling of self must be thrust aside as unworthy 
of the man and the patriot. And every intelli- 
gent foreigner in this country should feel that 
what will accomplish the greatest good for the 
land of his adoption, what will give to America 
the highest rank and the most thorough national- 
ity, that should receive his warmest support and 
his heartiest conrurrenre. 

RE-OaoANizATioN or the Whig Party in 
j Nxw Yobk. — O ur readers will remember that, at 
tbe election last fall in the State of New York, 
there were but little short of a dozen tickeU in 
the field, representing the various isms of the day.

There are those, however, who, 
like the 7,000 Israelites that had not bowed the 
knee to Baal — are not disposed to be anything 
but Whig* — Whig* of the pure stamp, unadul- 
terated with Abolitioniiira or any other ism. 
These are making an effort to find the old land 
marks, and bring back the dispersed forces of the 
ancient faith. They have established their bead- 
quarters at Constitution Hall, in New York city, 
and issued addresses to the Whigs of the city 
and State.

PACIFIC. 

New York, May 30, M. — Tbe Pacific arrived this 
moraing 

Tbe Pacific brings 136 passengers. Among them 
is the Hon. B. M. McLane, U. S. Commissioner to 
China. 

Tbe Pacific arrived at Liverpool on the afternoon 
of the 1.3th, and sailed for New York at noon on 
tbe l;Hb.

Tbe siege of Sevastopol k almost unchanged to 
May 12tb. 

An expedition of 15,000 allies embarked at Kam- 
ekeha and put to sea in tbe direction of Azof, bat 
returned without landing. No details are known. 
Omar Pasha's force has returned to Eupatoria. A 
large number of reinforcements for the allies are ex- 
pected within ten days. 

Negotiations between Austria and the weatorn 
powers aie nnclianged ; but between Prussia and 
Austria are more intimate. 

Ros'^ia notifies the German governments that the 
Czar will only hold to tbe first two guaranties on 
condition of a perfect neutrality of Germany. 

France and England have presented their olti- 
matum to Sweden, which Sweden seems inclined to 
reject. 

Tbe French exhibition has opened. Tbe ceremony 
was rather dull. 

Prariore has been executed. 

Latest. — Canrobert has resigned, nominally 
from ill health. He k succeeded by General Peli^ 
*ier. 

Rrvastopol. — T he laUst dates by maU are ta 
-April 30tb, and telegraph to the 13th. 

Canrobert reviewed the entire French anoy and 
ataured them tliat they wonld soon enter Sevastopol 
either by the door or window. Tbe comliat on the 
night of the 34th, between the Russians and the 
French, was a de<>]ierate affair. 

The Russians attempted to dig new rifle pits, but 
the French partially prevented them — 300 French 
were placed hors de combat. 

K devpatcb dated May 1st says our advances are 
ajiproaching surely though slowly. Ragbui's des- 
patch, of the same date, says the RufMian* have 
constructed a new battery to the leh of the Mame- 
lon.

Prefessor morse on L.afa) cue. | 

TO THE PUBLIC. 

J.' -w deftuit, ce n'eit eu'tn rtcs2ant. — MoLlXRt. 

On my return to the city, on yesterday, I was able 
to attend to the long letter of Professor Morse, 
which was published in the Courier on the day after 
my departure. The Professor is aa prolix as ever, 
ud though he now makes some attempt at reason- 
ing, he alleges little that is new, and nothing that is 
conclusive, as I trust to show. But first, I must 
briefly allude to the manner in which this discussion 
was forced on me; as the origin of the controversy 
and the true is.4ue seem to be studiously kept out of 
view. 

It will be recollected that, on the lOfh of last 
March, duriag my absence from the city, a v rnlent 
and almost savage attack was made upon me, in 
which I was charged with “a most high-handed and 
d'lriug attempt to falsify history,” and the choice, 
polite, and elegant Christian epithets, “villainv, 
mendacity, liar, literary forger," Ac., were freely 
employed! And what provoked all this fierce and 
nngeutlemaiily deiiUHciat on' The simple fact that 
I had dared publish, iu the introduction to my Mis- 
cellanea, a quotation concerning Lafayette, taken 
from the cOiumns of journals conducted by Pro- 
tpstaats and circulated all over the country, with- 
out any contradiction then known to mel I had 
given my authority at ibe time, in tbe margin of the 
book itself; and I was simple enough to believe that 
respectable Protestant editors would not wilfully 
circulate forgeries in/aror of tlie Catholic church. 
In my vindication I gav« my authorities infull, with 
chapter and verse, and 1 showed farther, that the 
statement ol the Cincinnati Eiiqnirer had not been 
questioned at the time by the Boston Bee and other 
virulent anti-Catholic prints. The authority of Pro- 
fessor Morse having been alleged to prove a coiara- 
ry saying of Lafayette, and bis name having been 
paraded as likely “to live Vrheii the last remnant of 
Popery icill he smothered iu Bibles and telegraphs,” 

I ventured temperately to assign my reasons for be- 
lieving that bis statement was wholly unsatisfactory 
and unreliable, and this, whether tbe quoted letter 
of l4afayettc was genuine or spurious. But f went 
a step farther. The second edition of the Miscella- 
nea was then pas.<ing through the press, and I 
availed myself of the occasion to qualify my adop- 
tion of the letter published iu the Cincinnati En- 
quirer andolber journals, as follows: 

‘Y’et this is the case, it we may rely on the gen- 
ninene.ss of the following extract from a letter of the 
French patriot, purporting to have licen written by 
him to a gentleman in New York in 18i:9, and which 
has been credited and pretty widely circniated by a 
portion of the secular press. As it seems to lie au- 
thentic, we republish it, as we find it in circula- 
tion.” (2d edit. Miscellanea, p. .vivii.) 

Tills coarse was manifestly fair, and it should 
have sati.^lied every impartial and reasonable man; 
and I have reason to believe that it was satisfactory 
to the most intelligent portion of the community, of 
all shades of opinion. But it did not suit t^ie pur- 
poses of those who had so bitterly assailed me. .\t 
sufficiently long intervals, Profe.>j<or Morse was 
brought again and again to the charge, each time ex 
hibiting mure and more his bitter prejudice against 
the Catholic church. Accused himself cf having 
without sufficient grounds, ori(rinated or at least 
given currency to the motto ascribed to Lafayette, 
be became at once the accused, the witness, and the 
arbiter of the controversy ! 

Abont one-half of his last letter, (dated M»y 3, bu 
published only Mav 12) is taken up with aa attempt 
to show that the Cincinnati Enquirer was guilty ol 
circulating a forgery, in publishing the letter of 
Lafayette flatly contradicting the motto ascribed to 
the French patriot by the Professor. He saysthat “1 
did not quote that letter from the editorial columns 
of a Protestant pai>er, but from one who coureaLs 
timself under the mask of ‘Old Line,’ writing in a 
Protestant paper.” I beg the Profe-ssor's pardon; 
the article signed “Old Line” did apjKar in “the 
editorial columns” of the Enquirer -, it -waa leaded 
like the other editorial matter, ard it had no mark 
of being a coiumnnication except the signature. It 
was credited simiily to the Cincinnati Enquirer by 
another Protestant paper” — the Louisville Times — 
from a slip of which it was printed in my book. 
The Professor continues; “I hazard little in saying 
he (‘Old Line') is no Protestant;” and he intimates 
fartner on that he is “a Jesuit,” between whom and 
myself there may have been “a convenient collu- 
sion!" I thank him fur the compliment, so delicate 
ly conceived and so gracefully expressed' It is 
well worthy the self-styled champion of the refined 
and accomplished Frencli Catholic Marqais, whom 
be would fain represent to toe world in tbe new 
light of a modern fanatic and ranter' Luckily, 1 
am enabled to nail this and similar charges to the 
counter, and to show that the Professor is as little 
I reliable here in staling facts occurring under his 
very eyes and during his own day, as he Ls in sta- 
ting, on his vague recollection of oral interviews, 
that Lafayette used the words of the motto. 

But before 1 give the evidence, I will furnLh a 
specimen of the Professor’s reasoning. He say.s, 
and tries to prove, that the book from which “Old 
1 Line” had quoted the letter of Lafayette, and the 
title of which he had given In full, in the original 
French, is a forgery, with “a lalse title, a false au- 
thor, a false place of publication, a false date, a 
false size, a false number of pages, and in connex- 
ion wi.h these a purely fictitious account of the im- 
aginary author, and all the other fabulous circum 
stances of its ideal existence;” (the italics are his,)— 
he might have added “a false binding, /a/se type, 
false punctuation, /a/se paper, false everything'” 
And how does he prove this swi-eiiing charge? 
First, bis correspondent could not find the book in 
Paris; and, secondly, he liim.self could find no ac- 
count of it in a catalogue of French pnbli -atioiis 
kept in the Astor Library of New York! This 
new species of argument might be appropriately 
styled, jumping or flying to a conclusion — by tele- 
graph! 

Perha])3 the Professor may belong to the class of 
“uiiiible'' reasonera dc.scribed by the poet; 

others toil with philosophy fores, 

T%eir tumble nonsense takes a shorter course; 

Flints (iVf/t/) 4>t >our head conviction in the lump. 

And caiQh remote c.'nclusionsat a jump.’* ! 

Now mark bow the Cincinnati Enquirer meets 
these bold allegations of the Professor, and how it 
cuts this Gordian knot of- logic' This time it 
is not “Old Line” who speaks, even in the editorial 
columns; it is the responsible Protestant editor 
himself, in propria persona. In its issue of May 
17th, the Enquirer has the following editorial (I 
italicise a few passages): 

“THE LETTER OF LAFAYETTE — THE MORSE AND 
BISHOP SPALDINU CONTROVERSY.” 

“It w.li be recollected there appeared last fall in 
the columns of the Enquirer, over the signature of 
‘Old Line,’ an exposure of a stupendous fraud which 
the Know-Nothing press had been guilty of, in 
palming off on Lafayette a sentiment tie never nt- 
terel. The expression they attributed to him — ‘If 
ever the liberties of the country are destroyed, it 
will be by Romish priests’ — was dug out of a letter 
in which he quoted it but to refute it' The original 
letter was quoted by the Democratic press all over 
tbe Union, and was imserted, due credit being given 
to us, by Bishop Sualding, of Louisville, in a certain 
work which he pumislicd. Prof. Morse, of Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., upon irhost authority the original 
statement was made, finding himself iu an unplea- 
sant position, commenced a controversy with Bishop 
Spalding in relation to the genuineness of our cor- 
respondent’s letter. He asserts that no such book 
as the letter is quoted from is in existence, and that 
‘Old Line,’ himself is one of those dreaded persons 
called ‘Jesuits.’ Now we assure Prof. Morse and 
all interested iu the controversy, that ‘Old Line’ is 
a Protestant gentleman, ‘■staunch in tne faith,' 
by no means a bitter partisan, and that he can 
prove every statement he made to be correct. Uis 
veracity we believe to be as good as Morse’s; and if 
the latter will come to this city and rt-k anything 
on bis impeachment of it, the book will be produced 
before a committee selected by the parties. There 
is no doubt whatever that Prof. Morse is all wrong 
in the matter, or that those who are quoting Lafay- 
ette upon his authority are grossly deceived. We 
assure the public that it can jilace ike most implicit 
confidence iu the Enquirer's communication regard- 
ing the l4afdyctte forgerj-." 

Will Professor Morse meet this bold challenge 
given him by a brother Protestant! If he does 
not, then with what face can he again appear before 
tbe public, in defense of a motto to which he gave 
currency, and which is here boldly charged to have 
been “ dug oat ” of a letter of Lafayette, written 
expressly to refute it! If he dare meet the chal- 
lenge, I shall look on ns a spectator, with some 
interest, feeling that “ it is a very pretty quarrel as 
It stands!” I hope the Professor will not back out, 
but will meet the issue like a man. 

Here I will, for the present, rest my defen.se. If 
the Enanirer can sustain it.s position, then all Pro- 
fessor Morse’s vague recollections of conversations 
held with Lafayette, more than twenty yeais ago, 
arc scattered to the winds, and all Jiis long-drawn 
tele~raphic reasonings will fall of themselves to 
the ground. 

Should he even succeed in proving that tbe 
Enquirer is wrong and that the book is a f -rgery, 
he will still not Iiave made good LLs position. He 
must yet prove that l4afayette was the author of 
the motto in questiou; anil this by much more con- 
elusive evidence than he bus so far been able to 
allege. 

When this n^cossay prMiminiry question, involv- 
ing the chief basis of the controversy, sliaU have 
been settled between Professor Moi-se and the 
Protestant editors of the Cincinnati Enquirer, it will 
be quite lime enough for me to attend to other 
points, including the remarkable testimony of the 
ivev. Mr. Van Pelt. For the edification of Profes- 
sor Morse, I may here state that, though I liave no 
personal acquaintance with “Old Line” or the 
editors of the Cincinnati Enquiri r, I have recently 
learned, on what I take for reliable authority, that 
when the Cincinnati Times ventured to question 
ths aathenticity of Lafayette’s letter, the “ staunch 
Protestant Old Line " came out in the Enquirer and 
offered to stake one thousand dollars, to l»c paid 
by the loser to the urphaus of Cincinnati, that he 
would produce before an impartial committee the 
book containing the letter. The challenge was 
made, I understand, not so much in a spirit of 
betting or ban'er, a.s with a view to present a sub- 
stantial test of theque tion, the decLsiun of which, 
in either way, would accrue to tbe benefit of the 
orphans. I am further iiifurmed that Taylor, of 
the Times, very prudently declined the contest, and, 
with discreet color, baeked out! 

Meantime, I close this communication with a 
few questions, containing what I conceive to be the 
gist of this dL4cn8.sion: to which questions I request 
plain and erpheit answers from Professor Morse. 

1 . If tlie Professor was so long and so very inti- 
mate with Lafayette, and if he corresponded and 
was “on the Polish Committee” with him, why is it 
that bis name is never once mentioned in the twelve 
volumes of “Memoirs, Corre3()ondeiices, and Manu- 
Bcrip's of General Lafayette, published by his faiui- 
W" {Meinoiret, Corrrspnndcnce, et Manascrits du 
General Lafayette; publics par sa famillc, Bras- 
sells. 1837.) I have the wo k before me, and if the 
Professor’s name occurs in it even once, the fact has 
wholly escaped my examination, and he, having the 
work, can easily correct me. 

2. If Lafayette urged him so repeatedly and so 
earnestly, to give the warning contained in’thc mot- 
to to the American people, as early as 18.31, why 
did he delay giving it till 1836 or 1837 (he gives 
both dates,) fire or siz years aflenranls, and 
about three years after the death of the French 
patriot! He alone can answer this qu stion. 

3. If this was really the sentiment of Lafayette, 
why is not the famous motto found in these twelve 
volumes, cun.sUting in great part of his own writ- 
ings’ And why is ng trace of it to be discovered 
in any of th published lives of the French patriot’ 
Why especially does hit physician, (Jloquet, who 
was so intimately acquainted with liH inmost 
thonghts, say nothing whatever on this subject in 
the elaborate work, in which he treats of the |>ri- 
vate life and conversations of the patriot? (See 
Berollectlona of the Private Life of Gen. Lafayette, 
by Jules Cloquet; I vol. 8 vo., London, 1835.) 

4. How does the Profeasor reconcile the two man- 
ifestly incon-sistent facts of l4afayette’s using the mot- 
to to American Protestants, and at the same time 
passing for a Catholic in France, praising the tender 
Catholic piety of bis devoted wife, and wishing to 
be buried by her side? Was he a hyprocrite, or 
was he only inconsistent? How explain the solemn 
Catholic funeral service so beautifully described by 



Cloquet, and the interment in the Catholic cemetery 
of Picpus, with u large Catholic cross near bis 
grave. (See cat of his tomb, in Cloquet, p. 291.) 
Think you. the priests would have assisted in such 
numbers at the funeral, if he had been in the habit 
of abasing them? Or did Laf lyette have one lan- 
guage for American Protestants and, another for 
French Catholics? , 

5. In his chateau, or castle, at Lagrange, Lafayette 
like other Frencli Catholics of rank, bad a chapel

chapel, if bis enemeis, the “Romish priests,” were 
not to officiate therein? Was this, too, a mocke- 
ry, or was it sheer hypocrisy T
